After all the 
preparation, whether it be hours spent 
on doing extra block work, grueling 
speed workouts, or extra javelin throws 
at the end of practice, the meet is the 
true test of an athlete’s ability. “Track 
and Field” is the epitome of the whole 
running experience because it includes 
more hurdling (100m and 300m), 
throwing (javelin and discus), and 
jumping Gong jump and triple jump) 
events than indoor track. Sprinting 
events focus on one thing only: speed. 
Headed by Coach Totas, the sprinting 
crew is a powerful group of strong ath- 
letes who focus on the 100m, the 200m, 
and 400m races. Roughly in the same

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category as sprinters, hurdlers must not 
only deal with speed but also jump over 
obstacles in their races. In field events, 
speed is also an important factor, be- 
cause the throwers and jumpers must 
be quick in order to drive their imple- 
ments — or themselves — rapidly 
through the air to gain distance. Coach 
Crosby’s distance runners run the 800m, 
the mile and the 2-mile. The key to 
those races is endurance. So the phrase, 
“Life is just something to do between 
track meets,” means a lot more than 
what it seems. It is the excitement of 
meets, that is, the crack of the gun, the 
smell of the smoke, and the roar of the 
crowd, that make meets memorable. 
Most of all, the thrill of crossing the fin- 
ish line in first place with a personal rec- 
ord makes a meet unforgettable.
